WASHINGTON, July 19.—The re- 
tail cost of food to the average fam- 
ily declined three-tenths of one per 
cent in June, as compared with 
prices in May, while wholesale food 
prices declined slightly less taaa 
one per cent, according to state- 
ments today by ‘he Department oi 
Lakor. 

‘Declines were noted in the retail 
prices of sugar, plate beef, ché€ese, 
butter, rib roast, bacOn, canned sal- 
mon, fresh milk, bread macaroni, 
baked beans, canned tomatoes, cof- 
fee and prunes. 

Among articles which increased in 
retail price were potatoes, flour and 
ham. Wholesale prices of farm pro- 
ducts showed a decline of three and 
a Half-per- cent. 

Wholesale fuel prices dropped 
equally, while declines in the whole 
sale prices of clothing and miscel- 
laneous commodities~were less than 
one per cent.
